Chicago Loop 
Hotel Blaze 
Fatal To 14 


Chicago, Jan. 16. (TP)—Fourteen 
bodies lay in the county morgue 
today, victims of a fire that M ar­ 
shal Michael J. Corrigan called the 
worst in the Loop district in 25 
years. Six persons were hospital­ 
ized with injuries. 
The victims, one a woman, per­ 
ished in an early morning blaze in 
the General Clark Hotel 
at 
217 
North Clark street, a seven-story, 
40 - year - old 
stone - and - frame 
building a few feet north of Lake 
street on the north side 
of

Loop. 
Late in the day six of the dead I 
men had been identified. All were 
Chicagoans.

Traffic Tied Up 
Drama at high pitch accompan­ 
ied frantic rescue efforts by spec­ 
tators and firemen manning near­ 
ly 40 pieces of apparatus. Three

leaped safely into fire­ 
men’s life nets. A dozen were car­ 
ried down ladders. 
Two servicemen who happened

W ashington— In its last dying hours, the 
78th Congress issued a report which m ight 
well have been labeled: 
“How to w aste 
the tax p ay e r’s m oney and the confidence 
of the A m erican people.”

com m it­ 
tee. 
It cost the taxpayers 
$110,000. 
It used up the 
tim e of a five-m an com ­ 
m ittee of Congressm en for 
tw o years, plus dozens of 
FCC officials w ho had to 
drop the w ork they w’ere 
doing to answ er com m it­ 
tee questions. 
In the end, it reported that nothing was 
w rong w ith FCC, 
praised 
ex-chairm an 
L arry Fly, and exonerated Tom Corcoran 
and Ed Noble of the Blue N etw ork of any 
wrongdoing in connection with the p u r­ 
chase of Station WMCA. 


Behind the investigation w as the person­ 
al vengeance of one m an—Congressm an 
Eugene “G oober” Cox of Georgia. 
The 
FCC had learned he accepted a $2,500 fee 
from a Georgia radio station for lobbying 
before the FCC in connection w ith a w ave 
length, and reported the m atter to 
the 
justice departm ent. 
The head of the crim ­ 
inal division recom m ended prosecution. 


W hereupon Cox, one of the most pow ­ 
erful m en in Congressmen, with a whole 
string of relatives on the public payroll, 
initiated an investigation of the FCC. For 
a tim e he had a field day. 
He employed 
as counsel Eugene Carey, one of Roose­ 
velt’s bitterest enemies.
